Dauielson, which bas beeu doing ser- 
vice betweeu Newport aud Block Isl- 
and for more than twenty years, was 
disabled off Block Islaud in a heavy 
sea on Tuesday. She was taken in tow 
by tbe steamer New Shoreham aud 
was hauled tuto tbe new barbor wbere 
passengers and freight were landed. 


The Danfelsou bad been at Newport 


for some weeks for. a thorough over- 
hauling of her machinery. She had 
but juet gone on tbe Hue again and 
was supposed to be In good condition. 
Tuesday noou she left bere at 1.30 ou 
ber way to tbe island, a dense fog and 
heavy eea prevailing. All went well 
until she was about three mllee oil 
Clay Head 'when the ring controlling 
the propeller shaft broke and the little 
Eteamer was'at the mercy of the sea. 

Dodge immediately sounded tbe 
distress signal on tbe whistle ana the 
ttenmers Mount Hope and New Shore- 
huni, buth bound to Newport from 
Jilcck Jslaud, responded.

Tbe committee in charge of the Car- 


nival Week celebration expects that, 
then will be 100,000 strange™ In the 
city during tbe week of August 6 to 11. 
The 'railroads and steamboats have 
beeu actively oo-opeiatiug with the pub- 
licity committee and from every flec- 
tion of tbe New Kuglaud Staled there 
will be visitors. All over theee States 
bulletin boards are carrying the adver- 
tising bills of the committee aud tbe 
public has waked up to the fact that 
this is to be the greatest week tbttt 
Newport ever kuew. The programme 
of the week includes a little of almost 
everything-i-races, parades, harbor 11- 
uminatiou, snorts of all kinds, aud by 
no means least plenty of amusements 
at the concession Dark. 
The New Haven road Is doing all In its 
power to make a fluccfcu of tbe affair 
aud with the active co-operation of this 
great system there should be uo quee- 
tk>u about a crowd. Special rates will 
be Eiveu for the round trip to Newport 
from ail points on the line, even way 
down to New Haveu. Special excur- 
sion traius will be run from .Boston, 
Providence, Tauutou aud New Bedford, 
returning duriug tbe evening, late 
enough so that the passengers cau stay 
to see tbe evening illuminations. Al- 
though the railroad has found that 
Boston people do not usually care to 
stay for the late trains tbe company is 
willing to again try the experiment of 
running one late train through to Bos- 
ton after tbe evening affair Is over. 
The fare from the nearby cities has been 
made as low as the fare from the same 
places by trolley so that passengers will 
have a choice of routes. 


In the meantime the committee Is 


carefully looking after the plans for 
the entertainment of the people after 
they reach here. Evary sub-commit- 
tee is doiug Its work well and every 
event now scheduled will be carried 
through successfully. 
Tbe money is 


coming in fairly well, although there 
Is still plenty of use for more, aud more 
will doubtless be raised by tbe time 
that it is needed. Tbe decorating Arms 
have beeu ou tbe grouud for some little 
time aud the agents have beeu making 
their contracts to that in a few days 
the work of decorating will begin. Last 
year everybody commented on the un- 
usual extent of tbe decorations on both 
public and private buildings and it is 
probable that tbe decorations will this 
year beou a more elaborate scale than 
last. 


Monday, AugUHt«tb, is tbe opening 


of tbe celebration, aud the principal 
event for that day will be the automo- 
bile races at Bncbuest Beach at 2 p. 
m. This affair will oe uuder tbe man- 
agement of Mr. F. 11. Barber, assis- 
tant secretary of the Bhode Inland Au- 
tomobile Association, who has bad 
much experience iu that Hue, and its 
success is assured- Iu the evening of 
that day there will be an Illumination 
of the city and barbor. 


Ou Tuesday will occur the race for 


the Astor cups under the auspices of 
the New York Club. A large fleet of 
yachts is expected to be here and there 
will be many contestants for tbe cup. 
In the afternoon at 2 p. m. occurs the 
parade of the school boys, when It is ex- 
pected that there will be some 3000 in 
line with plenty of music. 
In connec- 


tion with this event the Queen of the 
Carnival will be crowned atTouro Park 
wbere the parade will terminate. There 
will also be a gymkhana exhibition 
and iu the evening the city, yachts, 
government stations and war vessels 
will be illumiualed. 


Wednesday morning is to be devoted 


to the races for the King's Cup, offered 
by King Edward of England, to be 
competed for under the auspices of the 
New York Yacht Club. As this is the 
flrst time that it has beeu contested for 
an unusual amount of interest at- 
taches to the event. At 2 p. m. there 
will be a grand !-tieet parade composed 
of bluejackets and maiines from the 
fleet of warships, regulars from Fort 
Adams aud Fort Wetherill, appreutl- 
ces from the Naval Training Station, 
and the entire State militia. 
There 


will be ten bands of music, including 
the famous Seventh Artillery Baud 
which will accompany the Fort troops. 
In the evening the harbor fete will oc- 
cur, with a naval parade aud illumiua- 
tiou along tbe lines of the Fete Nights 
of previous years. Thii will undoubt- 
edly be one of the most striking feat- 
ure* of the entire week.

Joseph O. Anthony, sou of Repre- 


wnUtlve Henry C. Anthony of Ports- 
mouth, his wife, the daughter ot War* 
ran R. Sherman, and their daughter 
Evelyn, aged four years,were drowned 
In NarraganHett Bay last Sunday after- 
noon, while their baby boy, only a few 
rnoulbg old, was saved through tbe 
heroic efforts of the father just before 
his death. 
Tbe tragedy has cast a 


deep gloom over tbe town of Ports- 
mouth,wbere all tbe victims were well 
kuowu and very highly esteemed. Al- 
though there is uo oue living who cau 
relate the details of the terrible affair 
there are mute evidences of tbe heroic 
struggle that Mr. Anthony made to 
save his helpless family, apparently 
regardless of the fact that his own life 
must pay (he penalty of his love and 
courage. 


Last Sunday afternoon Mr. and Mrs. 


Anthony aud their two small children 
had beeu at Prudence Island after ber- 
ries. Their conveyance was a small 
skiff with a home-made sail. On their 
return journey a squall struck the 
boat and as the sheet was tied the 
craft upset, throwing the occupants in- 
to tbe water. Mr. Anthony wa.i un ax- 
pert swimmer aud al oni •; ciuvnted 
himself to securing the eaUty ol his 
family. The baby bad been seated iu 
tbe baby carriage in tbe boat aud after 
tbe accident Mr. Autbouy secured the 
carriage to au oar in such a way that 
It could not sink nor capsize. He 
caught his 
four-year-old 
daughter 


aud secured her to the skiff, but it 
appears that she must have been much 
overcome before aid reached her, as 
she was lying dead iu tbe skiff when a 
boat reached the' scene. 
, It also seems that Mr. Anthony had 
fastened bis wife to the skiff, for a 
noose was found that had apparently 
been used for some purpose. It Is re 
garded as probable that after be had 
assisted her she slipped from ber place 
of security and In his attempt to res 
cue her both went down together. 


There was no one near enough to sec 


all the details of the tragedy. Fisher 
men, who were not far away, saw the 
capsized skiff and hastened to the 
rescue. They towed the craft to tbe 
shore and then aid was at once given 
to tbe unconscious girl but she was too 
far gone to permit of resuscitation. 
In 


' tbe meantime the baby carriage wae 
seen floating iu the way that Mr. An 
thony had provided before be went 
down. Willing bauds drew the car 
riage ashore and Us tiuy occupant was 
given prompt treatment that saved its 
life. Although iu a serious condition 
for eorne time tbe little fellow Is now 
ou the highway to recovery. 


Word of tbe tragedy was at once «eu 


to Portsmouth and 
Representative 


Henry C. Anthony hastened to Pru- 
dence to do what be might for the liv- 
ing and tbe dead. Tbe bodies of Mr 
and Mrs. Joseph Anthony bad not been 
seen since tbe skiff capsized and ptepa* 
rations were at once made for a syste- 
matic effort to recover them. 
A care- 


ful watch has been kept along the 
shore all tbe week. 
Representative 


Anthony took back to bis own home 
the living baby and the dead body of 
bis grand-daughter. 


Mr. and 'Mrs. Joseph Anthony were 


well kuowu and very popular in their 
native town. Mr. Anthony was asso- 
ciated with his father iu the seed busi- 
ness and was u young man of much 
promise. 
He was well known about 


the State House In Providence, having 
served during the lnnt session of the 
General Assembly as clerk to the com- 
mittee on fisheries. 
Mrs. Anthony 


was tte (laughter of Warren K. Sher- 
man, 
who has been for many years 


president of the Town Council of Ports- 
mouth. She had a liott of frieudu. 
She had always takeu a great interest 
In the annual exhibition by the New- 
port County Agricultural Society aud 
will be much missed by the members 
of the society. The young couple had 
beeu married but about live years and 
their home relations we;e of the pleas- 
antesL 


Fuueral services over tbe remains of 


little Evelyn Anthony were held at tbe 
residence of Henry C. Anthony ou 
Tuesday and were attended by a large 
gathering of friends, almost tbe entire 
population of the town being present to 
attest their sympathy for tbe bereaved 
ones. There were hosts of floral tri- 
>utes. Tbe services were conducted by 
Rev. Mr. Lambert of tbe Christian 
Church and Rev. Mr. Prarct of St. 
Paul's Episcopal Church. Mr. Pearce 
spoke feelingly of tbe tragic end of this 
happy family and there was hardly a 
dry eye among those prevent. The 
iMrtn w«r* Lloyd Dennis, Charles 
Boyd, Alfrtd Hill and Elliott An- 
tbouy.

Mr. Freeborn Coggeshall, a native of 


Newport and oue of the oldest residents 
of the State, died at his home In Provi- 
dence on Saturday at the advanced age 
of eighty-nine years. He waa born iu 
this city in 1817 and was a brother of 
the late Robert D. C'og)?eslia!l of this 
city aud of the late Aaron Coggeshall 
of Middletown. 
While yet a youug 


man he removed to Provideuce where 
he was engaged m the stove antl fur- 
nace business, building up a profitable 
enterprise, retiring only a few months 
a(;o. He knew the business thoroughly 
and had a well earned reputation as a 
careful and competent workman. 


Mr. CoRgeshull took a deep interest 


in the affairs of St. Stephen's Church, 
of which he was one of the oldest 
vestrymen. He first entered Hie ves- 
try iu ISixi, serving until 18fi7. 
In 187!) 


he again consented to accept au elec- 
tion aud had held odlee continuously 
since. Devoted to the parish and 
loyal to its history and traditions, ho 
had ever been u staunch supporter of 
the clergy, a valuable adviser, aud an 
element of fetreugth and sympathy iu 
the corporation, vestry and congrega- 
tion.

WHAT FOREST TKEES TO PLANT. 


A reader of these notes residing iu 


the northern part of the writer's home 
etato writes au interesting letter in 
which he takes exception to a recent 
article which appeared In this depart- 
ment In which the 'soft maple was rec- 
ommended as the most practical tree 
to plant with a view to securing a 
grove that would make a quick growth 
and Insure a supply of fuel'of fairly 
good quality. 
For the purpose named 


we see no reason for revising the rec- 
ommendation as made. Assuming a 
different ultimate object In the plant- 
Ing of a grove, which our correspond- 
ent does, we agree quite fully with 
him in his suggestions. Uis view hi re- 
gard to tree planting Is that, barring 
shade trees, no tree should be planted 
which will not ultimately produce a 
law log, this because of the increasing 
scarcity of timber and consequent in- 
crease' in price. 
For this reason he 


holds that every farmer should prepare 
for the future and take precautions 
which will Insure him n supply of lum- 
ber at the end of a period of twenty- 
five or thirty years. For this purpose 
ho thinks no tree will compare with the 
cottonwood, which 
under 
favorable 


conditions will make a growth of three- 
tourths of an Inch In diameter annual- 
ly. In thirty years' time tills would 
give a tree large enough so that It could 
be sawed into 
material 
especially 


adapted for the inside of barn build- 
Ings. He recommends planting the In- 
side rows with black walnut, a few 
rows on either side with cottouwoods, 
with European larch on the outside. 
In his own words: "All are moderate- 
ly fast growers. In twenty years' time 
the larches would be ready to sell for 
telephone poles, in thirty years the cot- 
tonwoods would be valuable for the 
purposes above- mentioned, and at any 
period later the walnuts would be rap- 
idly Increasing In value. They should 
all be planted thick enough so that 
they would grow tall and the lower 
branches fall off and be trimmed to a 
height of twenty or thirty feet, gradual- 
ly thinning out as necessity required." 
In case the farmer has a grove our 
friend recommends planting walnuts In 
all vacant places, which in time would 
give a desirable walnut grove, a sug- 
gestion that is timely. For the man 
who is willing to wait the length of 
Unie necessary the plan our correspond- 
ent suggests Is admirable and his sug- 
gestion as to the varieties of trees de- 
sirable for planting excellent, but we 
frar for the average farmer It requires 
too high a type of horticultural faith, 
which, while commendable. Is of rare 
occurrence, but which perhaps for that 
reason needs every possible encourage- 
ment. 
For the man who has faith 


ami Is willing to wait the plan of tree 
planting suggested is first rate; for the 
one wbo feds he cannot wait so long 
and does not have In view a lumber 
supply the soft maple grove will be 
found a very satisfactory substitute.

AN ACT In Amendment of Section 12 of 


Chapter. SP3 of the Public Lawn as 
Amended by Section 1 of Chapter 96C of 
tho Public Laws as Amended by Chap- 
ter 100S of the _Public Laws, Passed at 
the January Session. A. D. 1902. 


(Passed April 17, 1906.) 


It is enacted by the Genera^ Assembly as 


follows: 
Section 1. Section 1 of Chapter 966 of th« 


Public Laws, passed at the January ses- 
sion, A. D. 1902, is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows:

so-called, in the town of Portsmouth; or 
let any lands between the railroad bridge 
and stone bridge, so-called, fn the Sea- 
connet river In the towns of Portsmouth 
and Tiverton; or let any lands between 
Pomham Light and Nayatt LlRht, or be- 
tween Pawtuxet neck and Rocky Point 
In shore; or any land lying between aline 
running due east and west through the 
Rhode Island Yacht Club buildinK and a 
line running due east and west through 
Pomham Beacoa, and west of the chan- 
nel from land already leased; or let any 
of the ponds in Little Compton, Charles- 
town, South Kingstown, New Shoreham, 
Tiverton, Portsmouth or Westerly, or the 
Cove, so-called in the town of Portsmouth, 
except Brightman's Pond, or Babcock's 
Pond, so-called, In said Westerly: Pro-

, On many of the large wheat farms 
of -the northwest stejiui aud -gasoline 
.traction engines have almost entirely 
replaced the horse in plowing, harvest- 
Ing and thrashing operations. Engines 
of the latter type, because they make 
possible a dispensing with water and 
fuel wagons, are particularly adapted 
to conditions prevailing in the territory 
referred to. 


One of the most serious drought con- 


ditions to he reported for several years 
has prevailed iu northeast Kansas and 
southeast Nebraska for more than a 
month past. Ileports coming from the 
affected district state that the straw- 
berry crop has been ruined and oats 
are a practical failure. Corn sprouted 
poorly and is In a critical condition, 
while vegetable gardens are fast dry- 
ing up. 
There Is a possibility that 


there will be a reversing of weather 
conditions to the droughty period of 
six and eight years ago. 


We know of a number of men who 


have been utterly, indifferent to the 
practical advantages of tiling as a 
means of reclaiming wet pieces of 
land who have had their eyes opened 
and the lesson brought home by the 
rapid drying up of soils adjacant to 
tiling laid with a view to draining 
water from the family cellar. This 
much of an object lesson is usually 
sufficient. 
One of the men belonging 


to the class mentioned is this year rais- 
ing a bumper crop of corn on Just such 
a piece of low land, as these low tracts 
almost always possess a superabun- 
dant fertility and require but the drain- 
ing off of surplus water to yield boun- 
tifully. 


The seventeen year locust, whose pe- 


riodical appearances are closely watch- 
ed by the.specialists of the agricultural 
department, will appear this year, ac- 
cording to a bulletin recently issued 
by the government, in northern Illi- 
nois, portions of Maryland and sev- 
eral other adjacent southern states. In- 
formation regarding the appearance of 
the insects in any portion of the conn, 
try Is desired by the bureau at Wash- 
ington, with a view to keeping the clos- 
est possible track-of them. While there 
has been comparatively slight damage 
from this pest in recent years, the gov- 
ernment wishes to keep ns well posted 
touching the time and place of their 
periodic appearance as possible, with a 
view to being prepared for them should 
the damage from them give promise of 
being considerable. 


It does not serve to lessen the regret 


a whit that the little one In the home 
It bitten by the pet family dog rather 
than by the tramp cur that happens to 
stroll past the place. Recently there 
have come to our notice two cases of 
this kind. In the one a little two-year- 
old was killed outright by a pet bull- 
dog that had been angered by boys 
In the neighborhood, Its-jaws having 
to be pried open before the grip of the 
animal's teeth could be freed from 
the little one's throat. In the second 
distance a large Dane attacked a little 
child of about the same age, a son of 
the owner, and nearly killed him be- 
fore It was clubbed off. There may b« 
cases where a watchdog Is a necessity, 
but they are getting scarcer every day. 
Since It is the bark of a dog that Is 
the important thing, a pug or terrier 
will answer this purpose in most cases, 
and should they attack the children In 
the home they would not mangle them 
quite so badly. 


The wood lot. whether of artificial 


or natural planting, Is best handled by 
a careful and judicious thinning, which 
thus gives tiie remaining trees more 
room Cor growth as well a» an In- 
creased mi|)|>ly of light and moisture.

make it necessary for the sow to raise 
a litter of pigs before she Is a year old. 


Grand island, in Lake Superior, has 


this year received an importation of 
Swedish willow grouse from the Scan- 
dinavian 
peninsula. 
Other species 


brought over last year seem to have 
stood the winter well. The gamekeep- 
ers on the Island have to wage contin-, 
ual warfare against hawks, owls and 
foxes In protecting the game bird life. 


We sowed two strips in our orchard 


to alfalfa late last summer, about Aug. 
20. While a good stand resulted, the 
crickets and grasshoppers pounced on 
it when it got into the third leaf and 
literally devoured nyery vestige of it. 
We shall make another trial of it this 
year, sowing the seed somewhat earli- 
er, when other green food for insects is 
somewhat more plentiful.

For the third and fourth sprayings 


for the orchard this season we shall 
use a homemade arsenate of lead, made 
by dissolving lead acetate in water 
and mixing with sodium arsenate, 22 
ounces of the former being combined 
with 8 ounces of the latter. This 
amount of the chemicals is sufficient 
for 100 gallons of water or an equal 
volume of bordeani mixture, which 
we shall use in the work mentioned. 
A homemade arsenate of this descrip- 
tion is just as efficacious as well as 
considerably cheaper than parls green. 


Where it is possible to do so there is 


no way of keeping the growth of grass 
down along the .tree rows in the or- 
elmril that excels a heavy mulching 
with coarse manure or straisht oat 
straw. This mulch will not only serve 
to check and practically prevent the 
growth of tlie grass, but will keep the 
ground in a moist condition favorable 
to the growth of the trees. While mice 
and rabbits might find a harbor In the 
straw during the winter months, dam- 
age from them can be guarded against 
by wrapping the trees with wire screen 
or wooden shields. 


Perhaps there is no aspect of modern 


educational methods that is Just now- 
being given more emphasis and from 
which more definite and practical re- 
sults promise to flow than that covered 
by the term mann.il training. And the 
interest that Is being manifested speaks 
well for the good sense of educators and 
school patrons. This is a practical age, 
in which the call Is very strong for 
young men and women who can do 
definite things rather than for those 
who have head knowledge merely. As 
a consequence many of the schools in 
the larger cities have added depart- 
ments in which the boys are taught 
mechanical drawing, carpentry, mason- 
ry and other practical and useful 
trades, while the girls are given the 
benefit of equally practical courses In 
sewing, cooking. Including studios iu 
the value of food products, sanitation 
and household economics In general, 
fountry schools are not so greatly In 
need of tliene departments as those In 
town, as country life In many ways 
furnishes many of the conditions fa- 
vorable to the development 
of the 


hand-direct contact and acquaintance 
with practical thin;;*. Tho rural school 
may lio short in library nml experi- 
mental equipment, hut this lack Is 
quite fully compensated for by direct 
access to nature's laboratory and work- 
shop,

ANCIENT BELLS. 


Well KII.HVM to.thr Fioptlnui. Ill-fort 


the J<>vvlMh Ksodu«. 


Bells were well known to the Egyp- 


tians before the time of the Jewish ex- 
odus. In the description of Aaron's 
sacerdotal robe mention is made of the 
fact that upon the hem of the garment 
there were bells of gold alternating 
with pomegranates of blue, of purple 
ami of scarlet: "A golden bell and a 
pomegranate, a golden bell aud a pome- 
granate upon the hem of the robe 
round about. 
And It shall be upon 


Aaron to minister, and his sound shall 
be heard when he goeth Into the holy 
place before the Lord and when he 
cometh out; that he die not." 


Hand bells were in common use all 


over the ancient world. Tbe earliest 
use of bells In churches was for the 
purpose of frightening.away tbe evil 
spirits which were believed to Infest 
earth and air, and the earliest curfew 
was rung at nightfall to rid tbe neigh- 
borhood of the village or town and 
church of demons. Most old churches 
of Europe have a small door on the 
north side, and at certain points in the 
service this door was opened and a 
bell was rung to give notice to the dev- 
il. If he chanced to be present, that he 
might make his exit before the eleva- 
tion. By the command of Pope John 
IX. church bells were rung as n protec- 
tion against thunder and lightning. 


The monument of Porsena. the Etru- 


rian king, was decorated with pinna- 
cles, each surmounted with a bell, 
which tinkled in the breeze. The army 
of Clothaire raised the siege of Sens 
on account of a panic occasioned among 
the men by n sudden chime from the 
bells of St. Stephen's church.

Crane as superintendent and chief pro- 
prietor.

THE WIND BELL. 


How It In Cun«lrueted In Japan, It* 


Origin*! Humr. 


The wind bell, as its name implies, 


is made to ring by the action of the 
wlm!—iu fart, the wind hell is uot a 
hell at all, strictly speaking, but a con- 
ivlvanci- composed of a number of 
K'lldants suspended In a chvlt; from a 
ring uud hung close together so that 
tln'.v will come into contact aud pro- 
duce sounds wlieu swayed by the 
winds. 


Some wind bells produce sounds that 


are pleasing ami musical. Some are 
made with glass pendants, sorno with 
peudauts of metal; some are very 
small aud simple In construction, oth- 
ers are large aud massive and elabo- 
rate. 


The original home of the wind bell is 


Japau. Iu.its simplest form It is com- 
posed of a number of uan'ow strips of 
glass, perhaps six Inches'In length, 
suspeuded lengthwise from a wire 
ring about two Inches in diameter. 
Within the circle formed by the strips 
thus suspended Is hung by one corner 
a little square piece of glass halfway 
Jowu the leuidh of the long strips, the 
strips and the square piece ornament- 
ed with various Japanese characters 
nud designs. This wind Irall may be 
bung up wherever a breeze will strike 
It and blow the strips into contact with 
one another and with the square sus- 
pended among tlieiii.1—Detroit Ncws- 
rrlhime.

A NEW IXTEIIEST IN PEAT. 


With a rapid stripping of the great 


forest areas of the north and west to 
supply the enormous lumber trade of 
the country and a somewhat slower 
yet Just as sure consumption of thd 
hard wood and coal supplies of tbe cen- 
tral and western states for use as fuel, 
attention Is now being directed to the 
vast yet untouched deposits of peat to 
be found hi the north central states. 
According to the state geological sur- 
vey, northern Iowa and southern Min- 
nesota alone contain In, the neighbor- 
hood of 20,000,000 tons of peat, much 
of It due to drier seasons and drainage 
systems, being In a partially dry condi- 
tion. The dei»slt of peat, which 1) 
nothing but tbe accumulation of the 
decayed vegetable matter of genera- 
tions past covers hundreds of acres 
and varies from four to ten feet In 
thickness. 
Plans are already on foot 


for the establishment of plants which 
will press and dry the peat and put It 
on the market. Those who have tested 
the fuel qualities of peat state that It 
Is superior to the best hard wood and' 
Is surpassed by coal only hi the respect 
that It contains somewhat more car- 
bon. Peat Is far superior to coal In 
that It contains no sulphur, makes lit- 
tle smoke and no soot or clinkers. It 
makes a fine white ash, giving a fire 
that Is very hot or mild, as occasion re- 
quires. Provided It can be put In con- 
venient shape and placed on the mar- 
ket at a reasonable price, which seem* 
entirely likely, the demand for thl% 
new fuel Is bound to be enormous.

goes to the bottom of things, this being 
particularly true becan«« tne public 
mind Is just as much In need of defl-. 
nlte assurance of the purity of Its food; 
supplies as Its physical appetite Is In 
need of satisfaction.
